LONDON, Jan. 17.—Coommercial 
relations will be reopened by the 
allied nations and Russian people 
at once, according to a decision 
reached by the supreme council at 
Paris yesterday. This step, which 
reverses the former attitude of the 
allies toward Russia, does not imply 
the altered attitude 
toward 
the 
Trotski government, according to the 
statement issued by the council. 
Clothing, 
medicine, 
agricultural 
machinery and other necessities will 
be shipped into Russia from the al­ 
lied nations which will receive in 
payment of grain, lax and other 
products which the Russian people 
desire to export. Arrangements by 
which thp supplies sent to Russia 
will reach the people will be made 
it is understood. 
Relations between the allies and 
Soviet Russia fill a great deal of 
space in the morning newspapers. A 
remarkable statement,

Paris yesterday and ascribed to the

there, 
practically 
contradicts Thursday’s official an­ 
nouncement in this city which ac­ 
companied the news that Winston 
Spencer Churchill and his colleague 
had gone to Paris, is printed in the 
News, but is not a subject of com­ 
ment.

of stocks

stock exchange and other evidence 
shows that we are engaged in in-; 
vesting billions of dollars annually 
and even monthly in other indus-1 
tries, manufactories, mines, and so 
on— while only a relatively trifling 
amount of investment is being made i 
in railway facilities. 
But the rail­ 
ways are unable even now to han­ 
dle all the commodities that the in­ 
dustries of the country can pro­ 
duce. 
The freight traffic actually 
carried has increased 
45 percent 
in four and one-half years, while 
the number of freight cars in which 
to carry it has increased only 2 
per cent, and other facilities in 
proportion. 
But that is not the 
worst of the situation. In spite of 
the increase in 
the 
amount 
of 
freight they are actually carrying 
the railways cannot now handle all 
the freight offered to them. The 
lumber mills are shut down in the 
northwest because the railways can­ 
not furnish enough cars to move the I 
lumber. 
The governor of Kansas 
recently announced that 45 percent 
of the wheat grown in that state 
last year was still in the hands of 
the farmers because the railways 
could not haul it away. The coal 
mine operators constantly complain 
that they cannot get enough cars 
to move the ‘coal. 
“The terrible panic of 1873 was 
principally due to the fact t|a t ex­ 
cessive amounts of capital were in­ 
vested in railroads, and that the

We 
are going through a similar pro­ 
cess now, except that now too much 
capital is being invested in other 
lines of industry and too little in

TULSA, Jan. 7.— Word was re­ 
ceived by the Tulsa chamber of 
commerce from the secretary of the 
chamber of commerce at Okmulgee 
yesterday that 2 0 0 leading employ­ 
ers of that place bare signed the 
open shop declaration. All of the 
bankers, 90 per cent of the mer­ 
chants and other business houses 
were included in the declaration, it 
was stated. 
That the open shop plan is not 
organized to combat union labor and 
that all present contracts will be 
inviolate as far as the members of 
the open shop association are con­ 
cerned, is stated in the published 
announcement. 
The open shop association is made 
up of three groups of members rep­ 
resenting the employers, the workers 
and the public, and it is to be gov­ 
erned by a board of directors of 18 
members, six chosen from each of 
the three groups of members. The 
association will be incorporated and 
will choose officers within a few 
days. 
All of the civic clubs of he city 
will be asked to endorse and back 
up the open shop plan. 
Okmulgee to date has been a 
strong union town and there are 
few if any non-union jobs in the 
city.

Jan. 
17.— Com­ 
mercial air navigation is coming and 
the United States must prepare to 
meet that issue, declared Colonel 
William C. Hensley in a report to 
the Air Service, United States Army, 
from Germany, where he is studying 
dirigibles. 
“Airships are now possible in any 
kind of condition of weather," Col. 
Hensley wrote. “No weather condi­ 
tions, except a strong cross hangar 
wind, prevent 
the Bodensee, 
th e 1 
commercial air liner built since the 
armistice by the Zeppelin Airship 
Corporation at Frederickshaven on 
Lake Constance, from making its 
daily flight (390 miles) to Staaken, 
13 miles from Berlin. 
“Because she flies between Berlin 
and the natural outlet to Switzer­ 
land, the accomodations are at a 
premium. Bookings have been made J 
four weeks in advance at 475 marks. 
“The design of the Bodensee is 
the latest in airships, so far ad­ 
vanced over anything I have seen, 
that one is led to express the opin­ 
ion 
that, 
in airship construction 
(and operation as ^ e ll), all other 
countries are mere 'babes in the 
woods* compared to the Germans. 
“Our airship construction and op­ 
eration should be patterned after 
the most efficient system. There is 
no doubt in my mind that that 
system lies in Germany. 
“Commercial air 
navigation 
is 
coming, and we must meet that 
issue very soon. Let us be prepared 
to choose our course so that we 
shall make as few mistakes as pos­ 
sible. The building up of the present 
small commercial enterprises in Ger­ 
many has meant numerous heart- 
breaking experiences. 
“Millions of marks have been lost 
in the beginning, and the lives of 
members of crews have been lost, 
but let it be said, to the eternal 
credit of the man with the fixed 
idea a n d t of his subordinates, that 
not a single passenger carried on a 
Zeppelin airship has been injured or 
killed— and to date the total carried 
has reached the sum of 140,000. 
“This statement does not mean 
that casualties will not occur. Ir­ 
responsible boys can take airships 
in the air and bring them down 
in flames In the heart of a large 
city, or careless officers and men

STONEWALL, Jan. 
17.—Stone­ 
r s I Township will hold an all Agri­ 
cultural Fair on the streets of Stone. 
wall, September ll, 1920. On this 
date the products of the farm, home 
and school will be placed on exhi­ 
bition. Plenty of good wholesome 
I amusements will be provided for this 
i occasion. This township fair will 
mean to the township what the 
county fair was to the county. All 
of the townships of Pontotoc county 
are planning a larger toVnship fair 
than ever held' by the county. A 
systematic premium list is provided 
for each township. 
Pontotoc county is now operating 
under the free fair law. This law 
provides that no entry fee, gate or 
stall fee can be charged, either at 
the township or county fairs. The 
premium money is to be provided 
by a *4 mill levy on the taxable 
valuation of Pontotoc county, and 
the law further provides that the 
printing of the fair catalog and 
list must be- paid by advertising 
space from the business firms of 
the county. The county free fair 
proposition is put on the township 
basis from start to finish, each town­ 
ship conducting its own township 
fair, and then all the townships 
competing against each other at the 
county seat. 
The County Free Fair Association 
is made up of two members from 
each township, and the two elected 
members of each township have the 
power to perfect the township or­ 
ganization for the purpose of hold­ 
ing a county fair. J. w. Denton and 
S. B. Mayfield are the representa­ 
tives in the county organization from 
Stonewall township. These men are 
now making preliminary arrange­ 
ments for conducting the Stonewall 
Township Fair. Many of the business 
men of Stonewall have already con­ 
g e d the* support in putting over 
this fair. Without a doubt Stonewall 
will witness one of the best town­ 
ship fairs in the state.

AND JAIL WILL BE 
VOTED ON. 


Stonewall News: 
Shall Pontotoc county own Its 
owp court house and jail, or will It 
continue to pay exorbitant rent tor 
poor accomodations? ThiB question 
will be put squarely up to the voters 
January 24, when the rote will he 
taken on the $200,000 bond issue 
for this purpose. 
Pontotoc county is about as near 
“homeless' as any county in Okla­ 
homa. The present quarters are cost­ 
ing the tax payers a vast sum of 
money each year, and besides the 
county is compelled to do its own 
repair work and look after the up­ 
keep of the building. Records stored 
in the building are unprotected 
from fire and if destroyed would 
cost a large sum of money to re­ 
place them. For thole reasons and 
because they have been presented 
with a rather lengthy petition signed 
by a number of citisens from all 
parts of the county, the county Com­ 
missioners have ordered the election, 
and set the date for it to be held 
January 2 4„
